Commissionaire and examined closely.

CIRCUMSTANTIAL KV1DESCS. 


Mr. Johnson then cited numerous ex- 


amples showing that cireninstnnliul evi- 
dence is the beat kind of evidence. Di- 
rect evidence is more likely to be per- 
jured, Iwcauso lips may be purchased to 
lie. Circumstances cannot speak except 
by silence, nnd therefore cannot lie. 
Mr. Johnson then quoted a number of 
illustration* of circumstantial evidence, 
in which tho inference of guilt was as 
strongly substantiated na though by the 
most direct kind ot evidence. Circum- 
stances prove themselves. Like eternal 
rocks they lift themselves above human 
testimony nnd furnish indisputable evi- 
dence IwcaufiC they cannot deceive, be- 
cftHBe they have no minds to conceive or 
lips to utter a falsehood.
